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PREVENTING  FOREST  FIRES  IS  OUR  RESPONSIBILITY 

Costs  of  suppressing  carelessly  set  outdoor  fires  in  New 
Hampshire  in  1962  cost  the  persons  responsible  $  5,  545.  In  the 
same  period,  the  cost  to  the  cities  and  towns  for  control  of  such 
fires  for  which  no  responsibility  could  be  placed  cost  another 
$  24,  634.  What  utter  waste  of  tax  money  and  what  shameful  and 
needless  loss  of  timber  and  esthetic  values  in  the  2200  acres 
burned.  Residences,  farms,  and  other  business  places  were 
threatened  with  possible  total  destruction. 

Carelessly  set  man  caused  fires  can  be  prevented  if  every 
citizen  remembers  his  responsibility  in  regard  to  any  source  of 
fires  in  the  open.  We  can  help  to  keep  our  fire  loss  low  by  re- 
membering these  simple  rules: 

1.  Dispose  of  burnable  waste  at  the  town  dump. 

2.  If  waste  or  brush  is  to  be  burned  on  the  premises,  obtain 
a  permit  from  the  forest  fire  warden.  Seasonal  permits 
may  be  issued  for  approved  incinerators  and  sites. 

3.  Burn  safely  by  picking  a  clean  site,  avoiding  dry  windy 
weather  and  preferably  burning  late  in  the  day. 

4.  Have  something  to  keep  the  fire  under  control  -  pails  of 
water,  garden  hose,  sprinkling  can,  broom  for  grass 
fires  or  shovel  will  help. 

5.  Be  sure  your  fire  is  dead  out  before  you  leave  it. 

6.  If  the  fire  gets  out  of  control  or  if  you  see  a  fire  out  of 
control,  report  promptly  to  your  warden  or  fire  depart- 
ment.    Continue  to  fight  it  until  help  arrives. 

There  is  potential  danger  when  matches  fall  into  the  hands  of 
children.

RECOMMENDATIONS 

Application  for  cost-sharing  under  the  1963  Agricultural 
Conservation  Program  has  been  made,  and  funds  have  been  al- 
located to  the  extent  of  19  acres  of  weeding  and  thinning  and  4 
acres  of  pruning.  On  the  original  five  tracts  examined,  most 
of  the  work  has  been  completed  on  the  areas  of  young  growth 
that  meet  the  specifications  and  requirements  of  cost-sharing. 
In  order  to  take  advantage  of  the  Federal  reimbursement,  new 
areas  will  have  to  be  found.  It  is  essential,  therefor,  to  ex- 
amine some  of  the  other  tracts  of  Town  Forest.  It  is  recom- 
mended the  Committee  select  a  group  of  the  more  promising 
parcels  of  land  and  authorize  their  appraisal  for  management 
possibilities  which  they  may  offer.

To  the  Citizens  of  Springfield: 

ENROLLMENT 

The  enrollment  as  of  January  1,  1963  was  31,   divided  as  fol- 
lows; 

Primary  Room       (Grades  1-3)         -        18 
Upper  Room  (Grades  4-6)         -        13 

Six  students  in  Grade  7  and  three  in  Grade  8  are  enjoying 
the   educational  advantages  of  the  new  plant  at  New  London. 

Twenty-three  students  are  attending  high  school--twenty- 
two  at  New  London- -one  at  Sunapee. 

SCHOOL  ORGANIZATION 

The  1962  Annual  Meeting  soundly  rejected  proposals 
to  run  one  room  instead  of  two  at  Memorial  School  this  year  with 
Grades  1  to  5  or  Grades  1  to  4 --with  the  upper  grades  going  to 
New  London.  The  pit.  i  finally  adopted  by  a  30  to  15  vote  called 
for  sending  students  in  Grade  7  as  well  as  Grade  8  to  New  Lon- 
don and  keeping  two  teachers  at  Memorial  School  for  Grades  1  to 
6.  This  action  required  an  amount  of  money  greater  than  could 
be  raised  at  the  1962  Annual  Meeting  since  the  10%  limitation  on 
the  Budget  Committee's  Budget  of  $  28.  685.  03  could  yield  only  an 
additional  $  2,  868.  50  for  a  total  of  $  31,  553.  53.  The  1962  Meet- 
ing took  its  action  on  the  basis  that  the  difference  needed  would 
be  made  up  by  a  deficiency  appropriation  at  the  1963  Annual  Meet- 
ing. While  it  was  anticipated  that  the  deficit  for  1962-63  would  be 
$  1,  260.  00,  it  has  been  possible  to  reduce  this  to  $  766.  00  which 
will  be  needed  to  meet  all  the  obligations  of  hiring  two  teachers 
and  paying  tuition  for  pupils  in  Grade  7.  An  item  for  this  defic- 
iency amount  is  carried  in  the  Budget  for  1963-64.

Mrs.  Yvonne  Kezar  replaced  Mrs.  Marion  Heath  in  the 
Primary  Room.  Mrs.  Kezar  had  previously  taught  in  Springfield 
and  had  most  recently  been  teaching  in  Grantham. 

Mrs.   Marilyn  Heath  is  again  teaching  Grades  4  to  6. 

Mrs.  Mary  Lord,  R.N.,  is  now  serving  as  School  Nurse 
following  the  resignation  of  Mrs.   Delia  Spiller  last  September. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  Mrs.  Estelle  Duford  is  con- 
tinuing to  operate  the  School  Lunch  Program  in  a  very  satisfact- 
ory manner. 

The  continued  cooperation  of  the  School  Board,  School  Staff, 
and  Citizens  is  appreciated.
